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Soil Today - Food Tomorrow 

25 minutes, l6mm, colour, 1983 
SOIL TODAY - FOOD TOMORROW addresses the problem of soil 
erosion in Ontario and examines the remedial measures 
that can be used to help minimize soil erosion's 
devastating effect. This film depicts actual erosion 
problems on Ontario farms through spring/fall of 1982 and 
is a sequel to the award-winning motivational documentary 
LAND--OUR LAST RESOURCE, released by the ministry in 1981. 


Life and Limb 

15 minutes, l6mm, 1983, colour 
LIFE AND LIMB is a film that invokes farm safety 
consciousness through the personal accounts of actual 
farm accident victims. The drama of these real life 
accounts and the re-enactments of each accident makes 
this a high-impact film. 


Growing Feed for Livestock 

1 hour (2 reels), black and white, 1966 
Illustrates how different cropping systems fit into the 
livestock program on various farms. Drainage, solid 
adaptability, cultural practices and other related topics 
are discussed. 


Livestock - Managing For Profit 

30 minutes, black and white, 1965 
Livestock must be available so that forage crops such as 
hay, Silage and pasture can be marketed for feed. Feed 
costs and production levels for livestock are given. 
This film illustrates that livestock enterprises enable 
Many Ontario farmers to use their land, labor and 
buildings profitably. 


Money Matters 

l hour (2 reels), black and white, 1968 
Farming is big business. It is important to know how to 
handle money to attain one's goals. Many aspects of 
money management, including the proper use of credit, 
family budgeting, life insurance and estate planning are 
covered in this program.

Autumn Quartet 

6 minutes, colour, .19S1 
Food from Ontario farms, and in abundance, is the subject 
of this musical and visual revelation. All four basic 
food groups of meat, dairy products, fruit and vegetables 
and grains are produced here in our foodland province by 
Ontario farmers. But do people know just what, how much 
and at what cost we enjoy the abundance of Ontario's Food 
Basket? Produced for showing at the Royal Agricultural 
Winter Fair in 1982 this film reveals all in six short 
minutes. It should be of interest to anyone who lives to 
eat or eats to live. 


Beautiful Possibilities 

19 minutes, colour, 1974 
Under acres of glass and using a great deal of 
specialized technology, Ontario flower producers are 
involved in a multi-million dollar industry, providing 
everything from tropical plants to cut flowers and 
bedding plants. Viewers tour production facilities and 
see how marketing is done, including a Dutch Clock flower 
auction. Beautiful possibilities of using flowers to 
enhance the home, apartment or garden are suggested. For 
all audiences interested in flowers and the flower 
industry. 


Beef Evaluation 

16 minutes, colour, 1979 
This motion picture is designed as a teaching film. Its 
purpose is to show how the carcass of a beef animal can 
be evaluated by looking at some of the traits of the live 
animal. In the examples chosen, four steers are used. 
The live animals are examined an then compared to the 
carcasses. The traits of the live animals are: 
estimation of fat; estimation of muscle; estimation of 
carcass grade; and dressing percentage. Actual data of 
the carcasses are presented to relate the important 
economic traits to the live animals previously 
discussed. A final placing of the live animals gives an 
idea of how the various traits were considered in 
arriving at the final placing. 


This film is a valuable aid for instructional use with 


4-H Beef Clubs, producer groups and other interested 
audiences. 
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Black Magic 

28 minutes, colour, 1975 
The Bradford Marsh is one of Ontario's most productive 
vegetable growing areas. This 6,000-acre vegetable 
garden, located halfway between Toronto and Barrie, has 
an interesting 50-year history and an impressive current 
record. An average year will see a crop harvest of 
onions, celery, carrots and lettuce valued at over 
14 million dollars. This film on modern vegetable 
production highlights the nature of the people behind the 
machines. Candid remarks and descriptions voiced by 
actual marsh gardeners acquaint the audience with the 
problems and successes of muck farming. For audiences 
interested in gaining more knowledge of this important 
sector of Ontario's agricultural industry. 


Chance of a Lifetime 

14 minutes, colour, 1969 
Mechanization on the farm brings both benefits and 
hazards. Harvesting corn, which has become a highly 
mechanized operation, is the subject of this film which 
was made almost entirely on farm locations with the help 
of some Ontario corn farmers. Actual situations 
encountered while using machinery during the corn harvest 
Show that safety is no accident, but the product of 
education, motivation and responsible attitude. 


The Chemicals of Plenty 

25 minutes, colour, 1969 
Mites, bugs and blight take a big toll of Ontario's food 
production. The film points out the advances made in 
pest control by the use of pesticides to maintain 
production and quality of field and horticultural crops. 
It answers the questions: Are these chemicals 
effective? Does their need warrant the expense? Is 
their application harmful to human beings? 


Colour Me Golden 

14 minutes, colour, 1969 
The story of corn, one of man's first food staples, from 
seeding to harvest, processing to serving. The film was 
featured at the opening of the Ontario Food Centre, 
Ontario House, London, England, headquarters for a 
project for promotion of Ontario Sweet corn products. 
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Commercial Cheddar Cheese Industry 1864 - 1964 

15 minutes, black and white, 1964 
Describes how Cheddar cheese was made 100 years ago and 
stresses the importance of the Cheddar cheese industry in 
Ontario. A modern factory and methods of grading, 
storing and marketing are shown. Of interest to farm 
viewers and those in the dairy industry. 


Corn: The Outer Limits 

7 minutes, colour, 1976 
Corn has served as a food staple for more than 5,000 
years. However, this film is not the story of corn as a 
food. It is the remarkable story of the more than 600 
corn by-products, mostly non-food items, which are made 
from the basic elements in corn - starch, oil and glucose 
- with the help of modern technology. Even the camera 
used to film this motion picture has been manufactured, 


in part, uSing a corn product. This revealing film is of 
general interest. 


Economics of Forage and Grain 

20 minutes, colour, 1976 
Professor C.R. Holland of the Department of Economics, 
Michigan State University, discusses the financial 
aspects of different types of forage and grain silage 
systems and the management of each system. The right 
system will differ for each farmer according to budget 
and storage needs. Filmed at the 1971 Ontario Silage 
Conference and recommended for use by extension workers. 


The Flower Show 

24 minutes, colour, 1977 
The 22nd Flower Show of the Garden Club of Toronto was 
held in March 1976. It was the second largest flower 
show ever assembled in North America, covering 4 1/2 
acres and running five days. The script was created by 
the diverse events and situations which occurred during 
the show. Members of the Garden Club recall moments of 
joy, frustration, tears and laughter. Anyone who can 
appreciate the visual beauty of living plants and the 


inner beauty of dedicated people working in harmony will 
enjoy this film. 
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Grain Silage Systems in Colorado 

22 minutes, colour, 1972 
M.S. Johnston of Garst and Thomas Hybrid Corn Company, 
Greenly, Colorado, describes some techniques and 
innovations of one of the fastest growing cattle areas in 
the western United States. He compares types of silos 
used in Colorado with those used in Ontario and advocates 
a high-moisture corn feeding program for livestock. He 
stresses the importance of following any new program 
thoroughly. Filmed at the 1971 Ontario Silage conference 
and recommended for use by extension workers. 


Growing Together 

20 minutes, colour, 1978 
The importance of the horticultural societies of Ontario 
is little known by many people. Through the eyes of four 
typical green-thumbers, the activities of the more than 
250 horticultural society branches are portrayed in 
entertaining, informative fashion. Anyone who 
appreciates a tree, flower or garden-fresh vegetable will 
be enlightened by this film. 


Heed the Label 

22 minutes, colour, 1970 
Stresses the importance of reading and heeding the labels 
on pesticide containers. The film is for farmers and 
others who use pesSticides regularly, to alert them to the 
safety factors involved when using toxic chemicals. This 
is a film for potential users of pesticides and is 
recommended for use by extension workers. 


High moisture Grains for Dairy 

20 minutes, colour, 1972 
J.B. Stone of the Animal Science Department, Ontario 
Agricultural College, examines two different systems of 
preserving high moisture grains - ensiled or with organic 
acids. He presents the results of a study on the feeding 
of high moisture shelled corn in comparison with the 
feeding of high moisture ear corn and explains why he 
advocates a high moisture corn feed program. Filmed at 
the 1971 Ontario Silage Conference and recommended for 
use by extension workers.

The Inside Story 

22 minutes, colour, 197s 
The story of greenhouse vegetable production from seed to 
salad, described for non-technical audiences. As well as 
planting, growing and harvesting, the various methods of 
marketing are shown, including an early morning visit to 
the Ontario Food Terminal. The film concludes with the 
salad on the table at one of Toronto's elegant dining 
Spots. For use in schools and for general audiences. 


International Plowing Match 

20 minutes, colour, 1976 
This film is about the International Plowing Match and 
Farm Machinery Show, one of North America's largest 
outdoor showrooms for farm equipment, where farmers can 
evaluate and compare all types of machinery and farm 
supplies. There are attractions for urban residents and 
farm families, too. Match visitors see contestants 
compete in horse and tractor plowing classes. Daily 
parades feature bands, steam engines, new teams of oxen 
and various floats. This film shows the country fair 
atmosphere of the Match, complete with caramel corn, 
candy apples and rides for the kids. 


Land: Our Last Resource 

20 minutes, colour, 1981 
The need to conserve is beginning to affect Ontario 
farmers in many aspects of agricultural production 
including the most basic resource of all - soil. fThis 
film tells the story of the need for soil conservation. 
It looks a the causes of soil erosion and shows practical 
solutions to prevent it. ‘Land: Our Last Resource' 
points out that all land erodes as part of a natural 
process. However, it shows how overproduction and poor 
water management can aggravate and speed the process. 
The film demonstrates by vivid examples how improper 
tillage along with growing the same crop year after year, 
takes at toll on our farmland. For classroom audiences 
Studying conservation, and all groups interested in this 
subject. 
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Land Use - Huron County 

10 minutes, colour, 1972 
This film was produced for the 1972 Land Use Conference, 
sponsored by the Ontario Soil and Crop Improvement 
Association in co-operation with the Plant Industry 
Branch of the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food. 
It poses several questions on land use as it affects the 
agricultural future of Huron County. Will it be possible 
for Huron to develop its vacation resorts, industrial 
parks, villages and towns in harmony with the needs of 
the agricutural communities? Designed not to answer 
questions, but rather to stimulate thinking and 
discussion by interested groups on land uSe planning. 


Maple Syrup Makers 

17 minutes, colour, 1973 
Maple Syrup making in Ontario, traditionally a small 
investment and a small income business, is changing. 
Through extension services, the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food is encouraging and assisting maple 
syrup producers to modernize their operations and 
increase production. This film, made on location in 
central western Ontario, demonstrates the advantages of 
more efficient methods of maple syrup making. For maple 
syrup producers. 


The Market place 

10 minutes, colour, 1972 
The film shows how the stockyard operates and outlines 
its importance to farmers. It takes us from the weigh-in 
of the animals through the auction to the producer 
collecting his money. An interview with a producer helps 
explain why many farmers prefer to sell their animals at 
the stockyard. Of interest to all animal producers and 
extension workers. 


A new Look at Sheep 

20 minutes, colour, 1974 
Filmed at farms across Ontario and at New Liskeard 
College of Agricultural Technology, this documentary 
shows the problems and successes of the Ontario sheep 
industry. Topics include feeding research, breeding and 
reproduction, traditional lambing methods and 
semi-confinement rearing. A serious and costly problem 
facing sheep producers are wolves and packs of wild dogs 
which take their toll of sheep flocks. The film urges 
producers or potential producers of sheep to examine the 
industry objectively and to take advantage of recommended 
production practices. The film may be shown to a general 
audience by an agricultural specialist as part of a 
livestock teaching or information program 
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Ontario Fair 

13 minutes, colour, 1981 
There is something for everyone in "Ontario Fair". The 
film captures the friendly community rivalry of rural 
Ontario in livestock competition, the fun-filled midway, 
a tranquil but determined quilting bee and the frantic 
antics of a calf scramble. City and country folk alike 
still flock to more than 230 fairs in the province to 
experience some fresh country air and country 
hospitality. Everything to see and hear at the country 
fair is neatly packaged in the film "Ontario Fair". 


Ontario Munch Bunch 

15 minutes, colour, 1977 
This is a film about Ontario's modern apple industry. 
Tour a cider mill, watch apples lose their peel and feast 
your eyes on delicious apple flan. This is a fun film 
with information for viewers of all ages. 


Ontario North - A New Day 

13 minutes, colour, 1972 
The New Liskeard College of Agricultural Technology plays 
an important role in northern Ontario agriculture. This 
film shows how the college deals with some of the special 
problems of agriculture in the north and tells of the 
various courses taught and the community services 
provided by the college staff and students. Research 
laboratories, veterinary Services, machine 
demonstrations, a greenhouse and a weather station are 
all shown to be active aspects of the community. And 
back on the farm, graduates of the New Liskeard College 
use their skill and knowledge to help overcome the 
difficulties unique to agriculture in northern Ontario. 
Recommended for all audiences. 


Ponds for Profit 

9 minutes, colour, 1969 
The problem of adequate water supplies for cities and 
rural areas has become a major concern of government. 
Farm ponds may be the answer to a supply of water for the 
farm. This is a non-technical film dealing with the uses 
and advantages of such ponds. The film describes the 
three types of ponds - dugout, dam and by-pass - and 
shows how each type can be constructed to meet the needs 
of any farm. A pond provides not only needed water, but 
also opportunities for recreation and improved farm 
appearance. 
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The Protein Factor 

ll minutes, colour, 1979 
Malnutrition is probably mankind's greatest enemy. 
Two-thirds of the world's population suffer from it; many 
to the point of eventual starvation and death. Among 
other things, lack of protein is one of the greatest 
factors. This all important element in food has been the 
topic of much discussion in recent years which is why 
nearly everyone in our society knows what protein is and 
what it means to the human body; or do they know? This 
film discloses that most people don't know what protein 
is, don't know why we need it and don't know where we are 
going to get it when traditional sources of protein 
become scarce and more expensive. 'The Protein Factor' 
was featured at the 1979 Royal Winter Fair and the 1980 
Central Canada Exhibition in Ottawa and at the Western 
Fair in London. 


A Second Chance 

11 minutes, colour, 1970 
Shows what happens when the father of a farm family 
catches his leg in a power take-off. His 5-month 
hospital stay means hard work for the rest of the family, 
but the father returns home to new crops, a new baby and 
a second chance to be a safety-conscious and productive 
farmer. For general farm and rural groups. 


Silage Systems on Longo's Farm 

10 minutes, colour, 1972 
Louis Longo, a dairy farmer from Glastonbury, 
Connecticut, discusses the advantages and results of 
all-corn silage feeding to 300 registered 
Holstein-Freisian cattle on his farm. Advantages are 
less labor and acreage, less fancy equipment, and easier 
storage. Corn silage can be fed to cattle of all ages. 
For best results, Mr. Longo stresses frequent moisture 
analysis, nutrition analysis and general good 
management. Filmed at the 1971 Ontario Silage Conference 
and recommended for use by extension workers. 


Store Front Farmers 

13 minutes,. colour, ..1:9i/-2 
Of interest to farmers who wish to improve or open a 
road-side market. Questions about size, setting, 
parking, and loading areas are considered. The film 
stresses the importance of getting motorists' attention, 
of cleanliness, lighting and attractive display areas as 
first impressions count. 
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Taste of Honey 

6 minutes, colour, 1972 
This film presents the honey bee as an approachable and 
beneficial insect. Backed by a catchy rhyming narration, 
the film tells the story of honey, with the beekeeper and 
the bees in the starring roles. Scenes show the 
beekeeper checking the beehive and collecting honey. The 
roles of the queen bee, drones and workers are 
discussed. Viewers see how the honey is removed from the 
hive, from the combs, tested and packaged for consumer 
use. Recommended for school children of all ages. 


No Sacred Cows 

1 hour (2 reels), black and white, 1968 
A critical look at Ontario's beef-cow-calf operations and 
the need for supplies of stockers and feeders. Factors 
including breeding feeding, housing and management, based 
on actual farm practices supported by current research, 
are reviewed. 


Farm Machinery Management Today 

1 hour (2 reels), black and white, 1967 
Topics include selection of machinery, partnership 
arrangements, how to get the best use out of farm 
machinery, how to keep equipment operating efficiently. 


Farm Management Records, Plans, Decisions 

l hour (2 reels), black and white, 1967 
To have a profitable business every farmer should be a 
bookkeeper. Records facilitate the management of the 
business. They are necessary when filing income tax or 
settling an estate, and in arranging a loan. This film 
also considers the elements that comprise a good 
bookkeeping system, the time involved in keeping books 
and who should be responsible for keeping them. Helpful 
pointers are given for the farmer interested in 
increasing profits. 


Feeding Livestock 

l hour (2 reels), black and white, 1966 

(Part 2 of series 'This Business of Farming") 
Nutritional requirements and rations for beef cattle, 
dairy cattle and hogs are described. Reducing feed costs 
with high-quality homegrown feed is stressed. Attention 
is directed to feed additives, minerals and vitamins and 
livestock responses to different feeds. 
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The Fences Are Coming Down 

1 hour (2 reels), black and white, 1968 
Deals with dairy cattle and outlines sound principles in 
breeding, feeding, housing, herd health and management. 
Also illustrates changes that have occurred during the 
past 20 years and the part research and technology will 
play in dairy cattle management of the future. 


Good Soil Management 

1 hour (2 reels), black and white, 1967 
Features discussions and illustrations of soil testing, 
drainage, soil fertility and other methods of managing 
soils for greatest crop returns. 


Grain From Field to Feed: High Moisture Corn 

1 hour (2 reels), black and white, 1969 
A film about feed grain on livestock farms. In the first 
half, the principles of handling grain from field to feed 
are shown through visits to several Ontario farms where 
grain corn is grown. The second half puts the principles 
to work. There is a discussion of reasons for selecting 
different methods of handling grain. Three working 
systems, providing beef grain for different types of 
livestock, are analyzed. 


Wine Country 

18 minutes, colour, 1979 
Ontario wines are enjoying increased popularity and 
world recognition, but many people are unfamiliar with 
the wine-making process. This film tells the story of 
our wine industry from grapevine to wine. Filmed on 
location throughout the Niagara Peninsula -- in the 
vineyards, at the research labs and in the wineries -- 
the film shows how grapes are gown, pruned, tied and 
harvested. Also examined is the dramatic evolution of 
the Ontario grape and wine industry. Since the 
introduction of French hybrid and European vinifera 
varieties, Ontario wines have earned an international 
reputation. We also have a look behind the scenes, where 
government and wine industry researchers are developing 
new varieties of grapes and are working to improve the 
quality of the Ontario product. 


For all audiences. 
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A Beats C 

1 hour, black and white, 1968 
An examination of the jigsaw puzzle of success in swine 
farming in Ontario. The pieces in the puzzle - breeding, 
feeding, housing and health - are held together by good 
management. The film depicts good practices in each area 
and sets forth the necessity of getting better before 
getting bigger. 


Crops - Changing Systems 

l hour (2 reels), black and white, 1966 
For a more profitable crop yield it is necessary to have 
good land drainage and seedbed preparation, fertile soil, 
weed, disease and insect control and proper planting and 
harvesting of the crop. The cutting and storage of hay 
and handling of grain and corn are also covered. 


Family Farm Business Arrangements 

l hour (2 reels), black and white, 1967 
A discussion about the importance and kinds of farm 
transfer arrangements and a look at farm income-sharing 
arrangements. 


The Time of Your Life 

16 minutes, colour, 1976 
Graduates of Ontario's five colleges of agricultural 
technology receive diplomas which qualify them for a wide 
range of employment in the agriculture and food 
industries. Employment on the farm, in farm supply and 
service work, aS a laboratory technician or a food 
service administrator are some examples. This film gives 
an overview of the hard work, study and human interaction 
that occur during the students' two years of laboratory, 
field and classroom work at these colleges whose aim is 
to enrich and strengthen the agriculture industry. Five 
minute supplements, showing each of Ridgetown, 
Kemptville, Centralia and New Liskeard Colleges in 
greater detail, are available on request. 
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Trends in Feed Preparation Systems 

20 minutes, colour, 1972 
Dr. Walter Woods of the University of Nebraska examines 
and evaluates several new approaches to feed 
preparation. His talk concerns ways of adding 
Supplementary protein to feed. The producer's choice of 
preparation will depend on his equipment and feeding 
method. Dr. Woods also discusses the advantages of a 
mixed ration for livestock. Filmed at the 1971 Ontario 
Silage Conference and recommended for use by extension 
workers. 


Why Did Tommy Die? 

10 minutes, colour 
Each year in Ontario, a number of farm people are killed 
by tractors. Unfortunately, a large share of these 
fatalities involved young people under the age of fifteen 
years. Inexperience and carelessness played a large role 
in all of these fatalities. Rural children and 
particularly farm children face a number of hazards in 
their environment. Farm tractors hold a special 
attraction for all children; however, all too often the 
consequence of this attraction is disastrous. 


This film has been produced to demonstrate to children 
and adults, the five most common mistakes that lead to 
tractor fatalities. 'Why Did Tommy Die?', is a 
sensitive, yet powerful treatment of tractor accidents.

findings.

Marie artist Ken MacDougal reflects 
on the essence of the lake and his boundary lands and 
National Film Board cinematographer Bill Mason ("Paddle 
To The Sea", "Rise and Fall of The Great Lakes") 
expresses why he is continually attracted to this lake 
as locations for his film productions. 


Logging in The Ottawa Valley

"The Loon, The North and You" is a lyrical journey 
through northern Ontario: early morning campsites, 
truck stops and log jams, black fly blues and the 
haunting loon on the lake.

The Rivermen

During the early 1900's, the wild rivers of Northern 
Ontario played host to a rugged breed of canoemen known 
as "Rivermen", working as forest rangers, guides and 
supply carriers. That period of time is remembered 
again as two modern day wilderness travellers retrace 
the route of an old riverman through the pages of his 
diary. The writings and films of Grey Owl, master story 
teller of the wilderness, are used to heighten the 
adventure of this colourful page in Ontario's history. 


Sandunes 

15 minutes, colour 
Sandunes in six Ontario Provincial Parks, Wasaga Beach, 
Rondeau, Lake Superior, Sandbanks, Pinery and Outlet 
Beach, are closely related to the huge dunes of the 
Sahara. The fragile and arid dunes stand in stark 
contrast to the lushness of their surroundings. 


Snow 

14 minutes, colour 
This film is about the joy of winter and the exciting 
discoveries one might come upon in and around snow 
covered Ontario Provincial Parks. A visitor to Fathom 
Five Provincial Park comes across the icebound wreck of 
the Avalon Voyageur and sees it come to life. Many 
old-timers will enjoy seeing a reconstructed camboose 
logging camp in operation complete with horse operated 
jammers, and vignettes of shanty life. A cross-country 
skier comes across this now empty logging camp and sees 
it come to life. And, of course there are the winter 
carnivals, the loppetts, and even more magical, snow 
covered places. 
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Trails 

9 minutes, colour 

Once, time moved gently in this land of lakes and forests 
called Ontario. When Europeans first arrived they followed 
Indian trails and in time developed trails of their own. 

But these trails were originally built for speed and profit 
and today as you travel along modern highways, it is easy to 
lose touch with the land. Ontario's Provincial Parks offer 
the chance to relive the old trails of the early explorers 
and Indians or to discover and create your own trail. There 
is a story around every trail you take and "Trails" invites 
the viewer to become acquainted with the variety of routes 
throughout the province and in particular, Killarney, 
Algonquin, and Lake Superior Provincial Parks.
